Several cases were 


tried in addition to those reported in the 
Gazette last week.

House, Doylestown, was acquitted of the 
charge of Belling liquors to minors. T he 
jury regarded the prosecution as malicious 
and placed the costs on J. Warren Lovett, 
whom they found to be the prosecutor.

T. U., Letitia Atkinson 
and Mrs. William H. Blotter, they having 
accepted 
Lovett'a statement as true. 


There was evidence to show that Ruther- 
ford was not a minor but the malicious 
feature of the prosecution was the strong- 
get influence in favoi of the defendant 
and he was promptly acquitted. A rule 
was subsequently granted to show cause 
why the verdict should not be set aside.

summed up in the statement that the 
Isthmus has not been modified since ages 
before man appeared on tbe earth; that no 
trace of volcanic agency can be found 
there; and that there is within 180 miles 
of the canal no volcano even of tbe extincl 
variety. Nicaragua, on the other hand, 
has always been a centre of seismic dis- 
turbances, its route' is lined with, or 
closely approximate to, volcanoes, some 
of which have shown evidence of tre- 
mendous latent energy. 
Only sixty-four 


years ago Oosequina, in the northwest of 
Nicaragua, belched forth for two whole 
days a mass of matter, that in every six 
minutes of the eruption, according to M. 
Bunean-Varilla, would have equated the 
whole mass of material to be dug from tbe 
Nicaragua Canal. Tbe roar was audible 
a thousand miles distant, and ashes fell 
fourteen hundred miles from tbe isthmus. 
Seven years later -what is known as "the 
great earthquake," completely destroyed 
the city of Rivas, which is only five miles 
from the Pacific terminus of the canal, 
and seriously damaged Greytown, tbe At- 
lantic terminus. 


Comment on these acts is unnecessary, 


and we do not doubt that the former ad- 
vocates of a canal at Nicaragua will de- 
cide, in the presence of this awful cata- 
clysm at St. Pierre, that the location of 
the canal in such a center of volcanic 
action as Nicaragua is simply out of the 
question.—Scientific American.

A meeting of the heir* of the late James 


Wood whose fortune of ovec. $80,000,000 it 
is claimed is now lying in the Bank of 
England awaiting division among legal 
claimants, was held in Philadelphia on 
last Saturday afternoon. That intense in- 
terest has been aroused by the efforts now 
put forth to obtain the fortune, Is evident 
from the fact that 300 heir* were present. 


George Wright, of Brieol, called the 


meeting to order and made a brief ad- 
dress, in which he stated that the object 
of the gathering was to consider the mat- 
ter of sending a representative to England 
to obtain certain information and data 
essential to the successful prosecution of 
their claims to the estate and in closing 
urged upon his hearers the necessity for 
harmonious and concerted action. 


When Mr. Wright announced that the 


chair was ready to take up the business of 
the meeting, go many motions 
were 


offered and so many different views ex- 
pressed regarding, the proper mode of 
procedure, that he wae compelled to de- 
clare a recess of five minutes until the ex- 
citement subsided. 
A resolution waa 


finally presented and adopted, 
which 


formed the heir* into a permanent organi- 
zation to be known as the Wood's Estate 
Association. The dues were placed at two 
dollars per annum, one half of which 
amount is to be paid at once and the re- 
mainder on or before the first of January 
1903. 


Present at the meeting were two new 


claimants, a man and his wife, who 
claimed their residence in England and 
who announced their intention of return- 
ing to their home in a few days. They 
very generously offered to obtain for the 
'association the information desired from 
the courts in England. 
After a heated 


discssion it was finally decided to accept 
the offer. 


This action, however, was a grievous dis- 


appointment to all and is strongly disap- 
prove by a largo number of the heirs, an 
the English claimants are practically un- 
known to the heirs in the United States. 
It was generally understood 
prior the 


meeting, that Ellirt Dudley, of Philadel- 
phia, would be selected as the representa- 
tive and sent to England In the interest 
of the heirs. Mr. Dudley is a claimant 
himself and through his personal efforts 
and at his own expense, he has collected 
some very valuable data which is of incal- 
culable benefit to the heirs. Since the 
meeting on Saturday one of the heirs be- 
ing dissatisfied with the action of the 
association has volunteered to pay Mr. 
Dudley's expenses to England. 
It is, 


therefore, quite likely that Mr. Dudley 
will soon make a secret voyage to England 
for the purpose of making a full investiga- 
tion regarding the validity of the reports 
concerning the fortune and at the next 
meeting of the association be able to im- 
part such information as will enable the 
heirs to come to definite conclusion* as to 
the propriety and feasibility of prosecuting 
the claims. The meeting adjourned to 
reconvene again at the call of the chair. 


Since the publication of the articles 


concerning the fortune, which appeared in 
last week's issue of the Gazette, it has 
come to light, that several more heirs to 
the estate are residents of Bristol. The 
names of the local claimants are George 
Wrhht, Harry Crosby, 
Mrs. 
Forrest 


Smith, John T. Smith and Mrs. Jacob 
Xoung. It is estimated that when the es- 
tate is divided the amount due each heir 
will be about $350,000, thus the aggregate 
sum realized by the Bristol heirs will be 
nearly $2.000,000.

Annual Board of Health Notloo. 


Officer Tice, of the Bristol police force 


has, this week , been circulating among 
the residents the following annual notice 
to property owners and tenants: 


The attention of property owners and 


tenants is called to the following sections 
and Rules and Regulations adopted by the 
Bristol Board of Health, on the 3d day of 
January, 1884, and approved by the Bur- 
gess and Council of the Borough of Bris- 
tol, on the 8th day January* 1891. 


Section 32: It shall be the duty of the 


occupant of every house within the limits 
of this borough to cleanse the cellars 
thereof of all dirt, vegetable and impure 
matter calculated to engender disease, 
and to cause them to be thoroughly white- 
washed with fresh lime, at least once a 
year, prior to June 15th. 


Section 33: It shall be the duty ot the 


Health Officer to visit each house in the 
Borough at least once In every year to in- 
quire into and investigate the sanitary 
condition thereof. 


The Rales and Regulations further pro- 


vide that any person, firm or corporation 
violating the above Rule shail forfeit and 
pay the sum of ten dollars, to be sued for 
in the name of the Burgess and Council of 
the Borough of Bristol and recovered be- 
fore the Burgess or any Justice of the 
Peace in the same manner that debts not 
exceeding one hundred dollars are by law 
recoverable, and when BO recovered shall 
be forthwith paid to the Treasurer of tbe 
Borough for the ate of the said cor- 
poration.

This is no 
reflection on the bealthfnlness of the dis- 
trict but is owing to the County Hospital 
being located in the township and the 
frequency of deaths among the older in- 
mates. In the Third ward pf Bristol there 
were 15 deaths. 


Last May the reports showed the total 


number of births to be 583 and the deaths 
490. 


Up till Wednesday morning no returns 


had been received from the Fourth ward of 
Bristol. 


Tnllytown is credited with five births 


and DO deaths. Bristol township, east 
district, had five births and one death and 
the west district two births and three 
deaths.

Many Filipino names have had their 


origin explained by fanciful legends 
and traditions.

yans Salog, which means cup. The leg- 
end which purports to give the deriva- 
tion of this name dotes back to the 
time when the monkeys and parrots 
ruled the Islands. Once there was a 
great drought, and there was no place 
where watei was to be found in all 
the mountains. So scouts were sent 
out to look for water, and ttey trav- 
eled many miles until they came to a 
spot where the river flowed all the 
year and whore food was always plen- 
ty. They took a cup of water to prove 
their flnd anil went back to their com- 
panions, who journeyed to the water 
and called the place Salog, or cup. 
When the bnbes adopted by the mon- 
keys after the slaughter at Hollo grew 
up and possessed the land, they re- 
tained the name.

The town-of Lyncod, thirty miles from 
Hollo, is said to have received its name 
because the first settlers were climbing 
the mountain when they became tired 
and said, "Let us sit down." They sat 
down where the town now stands and 
found the place so agreeable that they 
remained and built the. town.
